CONSTANTINOPLE, April 13.—The Porte 
addressed a circular to the Powers express- 
ing the hope that the measures taken by 
France, in Africa, will be limited to the de- 
fense of her own frontier, and declaring that 
the Bey will re-establish order and prevent 
the renewal of the incursions of tribes. 

THE BEY WEAKENS. 

Paris, April 13.—The latest dispatches 
from Tunis represent that a great change has 
taken place in the Bey’s disposition toward 
France. He seems now disposed to co-oper- 
ate with the French against Kroumiers. This 
is believed to be the result of the withdrawal 
of Italian support. If so, the expedition 
loses much of its gravity. 

THE PORTE’S POSITION. 

CONSTANTINOPLE, April 13.—The Porte, 
replying to the appeai of the Bey of Tunis for 
its protection, advised himto restore order 
on the frontier, and thereby remove any pre- 
text for French action. Should the necessity 
arise the Porte would feel bound to protect 
its rights as Auzerain of Tunis.

SUBSIDING. 


The Floods at Omaha Passing Out— 
Little Damage Done. 


OMAHA, NEB., April 13.—The Missouri 
continues to fall, being about four feet 
below high water mark this morning. 

The Union}Pacific track at thejeast end of the 
bridge is out of water and repairs are so far 
advanced that the]dummystrain is to cross at 
11 o’clock to-day, though regular trains will 
not run until to-morrow. Hers’ distillery 
and cattle yards are again on dry land, and 
work bas been resumed. The Union Pacific 
shops are mostly reopened for business. 
The smelting works have men at work clear- 
ing away debris and preparing to fire up 
again at once, and the lumber men are put- 
ting their yards to rights and repairing 
damages as far as possible. The river is now 
nearly back within its banks, and falling ra- 
pidly. The damage by the freshet has not 
proved as disastrous as was feared. The 
principal loss being occasioned by the suspen- 
sion of business. The reservoirs, etc., of the 
new water-works, located at the river, were 
not reached by the flood, and consequently 
are uninjured. The weather is delightful to- 
day, but the mud is knee-deep. 


Sergeant Bates Dying, 

CINCINNATI, April 13.—Sergeant Bates, 
who carried the American flag through the 
Southern States, as well as through portions 
of Europe, after the late war, is reported dy- 
ing in extreme poverty in Saybrook, Ill. He 
has a wife and six children who will be left 
destitute. 


A Small-Pox Panic. 
CINCINNATI, April 13.—The town of 
Glovers’ Gap, West4Virginia, isin a state of 
panic over the alarming spread of small-pox.

A STUDENT KILLED. 


A Singular Freak Ending in the Death 
of Arthur Foster. 


LAWRENCE, Mass., April 13.—Early this 
morning Abiel Wilson, residing on Salem 
turnpike, was awakened by foot steps in his 
house. Soonafter the chamber door was 
burst open by two persons, when Wilson dis- 
charged a rifle, shooting one of the intrud- 
ers. Both fled, but the dead body 
of the one shot by Wilson was found a short 
distance from the house and proved to be 
that of Arthur Foster, a student, at Phillips’ 
Academy. His accomplice was his twin 
brother Luther, also astudent. The latter 
after the shooting appeared and made a full 
confession. They are residents of North An- 
dover, Mass., and of a most respectable con- 
nection. They had attempted three weeks 
previously to enter the same place.

gross earnings forthe past year to be $726,818, 
and the net earnings $324,865. The rate of 
expenses to earnings was 54 to 8&9 hun- 
dredths per cent.; the tonnage and revenue 
of the road has greatly increased over the 
past two years. The President expresses the 
expectation that the business of the road for 
the present vear will justify a reasonable 
dividend. The old Board of Directors were 
re-elected, except that Orlando Smith was 
clected, vice John Greenleaf, who declined 
re-election. The officers of the road were all 
re-elected. 


An Engine Ditched.

Animated Debate Over the Riddle- 
berger Brigade, 


Senator Pendleton Defines the Demo< 
cratic Position. 


WASHINGTON, April 13.—Secretary Lincoln 
left this city to-day, being called to Chicago 
by business necessitating his absence for 
several days. 


REPUBDICAN CAUCUS. 

The Republican Senators contemplate hold- 
ing a caucus within a few days for further 
consideration of the dead-lock. Senator Ed- 
munds. who was absent when the last eaucus 
was held, is now here,and much reliance is felt 
upon his _ advice. Opinions as to 
what ithe caucus ll do are 
divided among Republicans, some saying that 
it will decide to stand by the present issue 
and others suggesting that probab!y some 
attempt at compromise may be taken. 

DAVIS’ MANIFESTO. 

Senator David Davis’ letter favoring the 
breaking up of all — is pronounced by 
Democrats and Républicans as nothmy 
more nor less than a declaration of the natu- 
ral policy of leading independents who would 
be very probably recognized asthe leaders by 
a national indeygendent party, should one en- 
ter the political field. The leaders of 
the Republican and Democratic par- 
ties ridicule the idea of their 
organ‘zations disbanding. Many of the nom- 
inations that have been determined upon, 
several for foreign missions, are being with- 
held by the President because of the dead-. 
lock in the Senate. 


. XLVI. CONGRESS. 


Senate. 

WASHINGTON, April 13.—The Vice-Presi- 
dent laid before the Senate the unfinished 
business, being the resolutien for the elec- 
tion of officers of the Senate. 

Senator Pendleton saidthat the course the 
Republicans followed was without precedent. 

The Senator from Massachusetts, (Héar) 
had chargedthe action of Democrats with 
being revolutionary, but had subsequently, 
when pressed by the Senator from Georgia 
(Brown,) retracted that charge. Mr. Hoar 
said hefhad not made that charge, but 
the action of the Democratic party 
warranted him now in imputing it and he 
did so impute it. 

Senator Pendleton replied that the ¢entle- 
man now made the charge without any yuali- 
fication, and he would leave it tothe gentle- 
man from Georgia (Brown) to again make 
him retract it. His collegue (Sherman) 
had stated that the struggle now 
going On here was a struggle for political 
powerin Virginia, that it involved the!de- 
struction of the Democratic party in that 
State and the installation of the Republican 
party there. Theinstrument to be used to 
bring about this result was giving to Riddle- 
berger a brigade of employes,which this Sen- 
ate paid for at the public expense: 
to perambulate the State and to watch and 
win local elections. This was the struggle to 
which .Democratic Senators were invited. 
The gage of battle had been thrown down, 
and be ventured, in the presence of his Dem- 
ocratic brethren, to take it up. The 
Democrats weuld invite the. «Re- 
publican Side ever and con : 


to go into the discharge of public business, 


und they would submit to its guidance in the 
transaction of that business; they would In- 
dustriously and faithfully consider the nom- 
inations, and when the public business was 
all discharged they would unite in ad- 
journing the Senate, but they 
would not unite in desecrating 
that altar, (pointing to the clerk’s desk),con- 
secrated to the discharge of great public 
duties, dedicated to theservice of a)! parties, 
but for the partisan use of none, and permit 
it to be made the instrument of politica) war- 
fare and the spoil of petty partisan 
triumphs. They would prevent this 

wrong. The Republicans might cal] it im- 
proper; they might call it irregular; they 
might call it revolutionary; they might cal) it 
treasonable; but Democrats would prevent 
what they thought to be a great wrong, and 
they would appeal to the American people to 
decide the right. 

He would ask the Senator from Iowa( Allison) 
whether if Mahone had not voted with the 
Republicans the Republican caucus would 
have nominated Reddleberger? No answer.

(Laughter.) 

A BREEZY SCENE. 

Another sharp and exciting scene occurred 
in the Senate this afternoon. Senator Dawes 
charged that some body onthe Democratic 
side had‘ before this Senate met, approached 
Mahone and offered to give him the place of 
Sergeant-at-Arms for his vote. Democrats 
called out “Name the man.’’ Pendleton 
demanded the name of the man. Senator 
Harris, who was chairman of the Democratic 
caucus, became greatly excited and insiste:l 
that Senator Dawes should name the Demo- 
crat who had tried to buy Mahone’s vote. 
Unless, name was given Senator Harris 
said would not believe a word 
ofthe statement. Dawes said that Harris 
was trying to intimidate him. Butler sought 
to interrupt Dawes and asked the latter to 
pardon him. Dawes replied: “It is beyond 
my power to pardon you.’’ Butler retorted 
that Dawes was impertinent and discour- 
teous. This scene excited both sides and 
aroused again much bitterness of feeling. 

Senator Dawes’ cbarged that the Demo- 
crats had attempted before and after the as- 
sembling of the Senate to open negotiations 
with Mahone,2 charge which was emphaticaliy 
denied onthe Democratic side. Dawes, in 
continuing, said this was a fight in which 
there could be no compromise without de- 
struction.

The Strange Affliction of a Hungarian 


Pauper in Pennsylvania. 
Allentown, Pa., Dispatch to Chicago Times. 


At the County Alms House all was excite- 
ment to-day on account of the opening of the 
eyes of John Guymber, who has been asleep

poor-farm ina wagon, sound asleep, on the 
12th of February last. On February 11 he 
walked into a hotel and went to sleep. No 
one could wake him 4 > At first the super- 
intendent of the poor-farm sent back word to 
the landlord that the man was a humbug, and 
that his only object was to get board without 
working for it. Next day, when word came 
that he was still asleep, and that notwith- 
standing renewed efforts, he could not be 
roused, the order was given to take him to 
the Poor House. Here an examination 
by the Alms House physician, Dr. Kline, 
failed to discover anything wrong. The doc- 
tor then began a series of attempts to arouse 
him. An infaliiple remedy in ordinary cases 
isthe galvanic battery. This was applied, 
but beyond a twitching of the limbs, had no 
effect. The eyelids never quivered, the face 
never relaxed its appearance of deep slum- 
ber. A loaded revolver woul@ be fired off 
close to the patient’s ear, but “it never fazed 
him.’? Nexttothe galvanic battery experi- 
ment the most severe, perhaps, was the hot 
fire.

STAGING IN MONTANA. 


} Uncle Sam’s Mails Must Go Under Any 
Circumstances—A Terrible Scene.

The American mails must go ahead, what- 
ever the state of the roads. bridge or no 
bridge over the river, they must go, even 
though thereis no passage for a ferryboat. 
Thus 1t was recently during a Montana flood. 
There were people on both sides of theriver. 
A stone was tied to the end of a ball of twine 
and thrown from one bank to the other; to 
one end of the twine was tied facord, to the 
cord a line, to the line as tout cable.The cable 
was made fast with stakes driven into the 
ground,a basket slung to the cable, a line 

assed through a pulley made fast to the 

asket. Allbeing ready, a stage driver took a 
mail-bag and got into the basket. Both banks 
were lined with teamsters, travelers and emi- 
grants watching the experiment. The basket 
-was over the middle of the stream; the waters 
were seething and boiling; the basket tipped, 
it turned; the driver and the mail-bag struck 
the water. From that moment they were 
never seen more—sucked into the meistrom.

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FASTER THAN THE WIND. 
Gossip Coneernt 2 Speed on Our Amer- 
' fran ‘Hailways. ; , 
From the Néw York Commereial Advertiser. 
For “years Americans Who have been 
abroad fe drawn invidious comparisons 
between the speed of American and English 
running trains, and always derogatory to our 
home inswtutions. Even our English cousins, 


who accredit us as ‘‘fast?’ people in almost 


every respect, are at a loss to understand our 
indifference on the subject of railway speed. 
But the principal drawback in making a 
steady fast record here is the topography of 
our country. Old George Stevenson, tha 
‘father of railways,”’ said a half century ago 
that with a perfectly level road he could at- 
tain miles an hour with 
the engine of that day. If steep 
grades, mountains and sharp. curves 
could be done away with, that rate of speed 
no doubt could be fully maintained, but with 
grades aveiaging from 150 to 260 feetto the 
miles, and with curves turning oftentimes at 
anangle of 50° or 60°, traveling over the 
rate of thirty-five or forty milesan hour be- 
comes not only uncomfortable, but positively 
dangerous. ‘The Flying Dutchman,” which 
has the reputation of being the fastest train 
in the world, runs through a flat country, 
with a level roadbed, and makes the extra- 
ordinary timefrom London to Edinburgh, 
692 miles, in eight hours. But then, the 
English locomotives carry 150 peunds to the 
square inch, while the American seldom go 
over125. The average schedule time in Eng- 
land is fifty-two miles an hour, against forty- 
eight in this country. 

However, the constant cries for faster 
trains have had the desired effect upon the 
railway officials. Compared to the time made 
last year upon many of our roads, the sched- 
ule time this i is increased from 10 to 30 
per cent. While itis not an unusual occur- 
rence fcr a light train to run, if not to exceed, 
sixty miles an hour, sucha rate of speed is 
made only by spurts and can seldom be main- 
tained with the same engine and without tak- 
iny grave risks. Many of our railways have 
very fast records. The Hudson River road, 
for instance, holding up the trip made by the 
late Commodore Vanderbilt several yearsago, 
when the distance from New York to Albany, 
142 miles, was covered in three hours, includ- 
ing a stop at Poughkeepsie, the rate of speed 
averaging above fifty miles per hour. The 
Pennsylvania railway poihts with pride to 
her best record, made in 1878 or 1879. ‘The 
run was made ona Sunday to Philadelphia. 
The engine was No. 724, the engineer, 
Mr. Osborn; the conductor of the 
train, Mr. Louis Silenee.. Four stops were 
made, and the time consumed from this city 
was ninety-three minutes—ninety miles. The 
engine had afive-foot ten inch driving-wheel. 
Itis extremely doubtful whether this time 
has ever been beaten in this or any other 
country. As a general thing, however, these 
fast trains have benefitted only officials or ar- 
istocrats Whose great wealth allowed them to 
indulge themselves in this lively luxury. The 
plebeian publle come in for no share of such 
honors. It was not until the Bound Brook 
road was opened to Philadelphia in 1875, that 
the loca) travel attained anything like fast 
speed. The time be.ween the two cities was 
reduced almost an hour on the fastest trains, 
£0 that now the ninety miles is covered by 
schedule time in two hours, and not infre- 
quently in an hour and fifty minutes. In or- 
der to accomplish this feat, special engines 
have been built both by the Pennsylvania and 
by the Reading road. The latter’s engines 
are unsightiv looking machines, with 
stumpy funnels and with the cab almost over 
the pilot. The driving-wheels are five feet 
ten inches, and six feet. These engines get 
over the ground very fast. On Monday morn- 
ing, last week, the train due here at 9:35 a. 
m., made very quick time between Bound 
Brood and Elizabeth. The engine was No. 
42, of the New Jersey Central road, the en- 
gineer, Mr. Aden. Two miles were run in 
forty-nine seconds each, or at the rate of sev- 
enty-five miles an hour almost; another mile 
was covered in fifty seconds, another in fifty- 
three seconds, and another in fiftv-five sec- 
onds. The road was straight, the roadbed 
level, the track in excellent condition, and the 
motion of the train was no greater than that 
experienced at a much lower rate of speed. 

The Pennsylvania road, not to be outdone 
in enterprise or “‘time,”? has taken steps to 
land a passenger in Philadelphia in one hour 
anda half from the time of leaving New 
York. To that endall the curves between 
here and there have been straightened out, 
sothat an engineer is enabledto see two 
miles abead of him at any point on the road, 
and a mammoth engine, *“‘No. 10,’ has been 
constructed with peculiar advantages, and 
with appliances and improvements that are 
expected to ride over any obstades that may 
arise. “No. 10” weighs 92,700 pounds. Her 
driving wheels are six and one half feet in 
diameter. Her length is sixty-two feet. Her 
constructor scems to have sacrificed every- 
thing in order to make the machine simple in 
construction, beatiful in appearance and 
ee in execution. From her grooved 
driving rods to the new steam ‘“‘reverse’’ .4 
paratus—which can be handled with ease by 
a child—*‘No. 10”? demonstrates the advance 
in science in this particular branc®, which 
has been for so many years regarded as almost 
perfect. At present no offort has been made 
for ber to do her best. Experiments are 
chiefly nade with her in running heavy and 
light trains in order to set her valves properly. 
Ske works very easily, her engineer, Mr. 
Colvert, says, and does her work well. She 
ran six miles the other day in less than six 
minutes, one mile having been covered in 
forty-seven seconds, or at the rate of seventy- 
six miles per hour, If ‘*No 10’ is a success, 
and atthe present time the best engineers 
have pronounced her such, more engines of 
the same style will be turned out of the Al- 
toona shops, and Hvely travelling between 
this city and the City of Brotherly Love may 
be expected.

The tables of tailors are laden with the 
newest goods, and the mandate has gone 
forth that there is to be an approach to more 
a of style. Nothing that may be called 
oudis tobe tolerated. As to materials in 
imported goods. English and Scotch suitings 
are to be plentiful. The latest samples show 
great varieties of Meltons, woolen, Scotch 
cheviots, basket-goods and diagonals. Mel- 
tons are inall colors,and there are many 
styles of mixed goods from which to choose. 
The colors are to be generally more somber, 
and certainly notso pronounced as hereto- 
fore. Among the mixed goods are some red 
and black, and with the novelties may be seen 
what is called olive green. The green is a 
delicate shade and barely distinguishable,and 
not enough to offend the most staunch 
Tory. In regard to shapes there 
is a wide margin to suit the 
most variedtastes. Tailors agree that. there 
is at present‘2 good deal of individual sover- 
eignty in dress. A man withthin legs will 
not usually hold himselfup to ridicule by 
wearing the old-fashioned tight pantaloons 
they used to call *“*gun-covers.’’ Fashions are 
becoming more and more elastic, and the time 
has gone by when any fashion plate will be 
made anironrule for men. Single-breasted 
cut-aways are to be worn, with an ocvasional 
three or four button cut-away where the 
wearer rebels against one bntton only. In 
spring overcoats the prevailing style 1s loose 
buttoned up high, with a tendency to roll 
over the collars so as to show the silk lining 
and give astylish appearance. Prince Al- 
bert coats are to be a leading feature, button- 
ed up highin the neck. The vest will be 
high, without collar. Some of the young fel- 
lows show a disposition to rebel agevinst the 
Prince Albert coat as better fitted for more 
elderly persons. Coats forbusiness suits are 
to be made with small rolling collars toa 
great extent. Trousers are to be worn rather 
close-fitting to the forms of the legs, the bot- 
toms small and shapely.

PENSIONED PASTORS. 


Veteran Clergymen Who Are Still in 
the Lord’s Service. 
New York Letter to Trov Times. 


NEw York, April 8, 1881.—The resignation 
of S. H. Tyng, Jr., late rector of the Church 
of the Holy Trinity, is one of the saddest fea- 
tures in the penitential season. It has been, 
however, long expected, since his health was 
exhausted by excessive labors, and his recent 
tour abroad failed to accomplish the much 
needed restoration. It may be considered a 
very satisfactory feature in Tyng’s profession- 
al career that even were it brought to an im- 
mediate close it has been one of great value. 
He has lived long in a few years, and at what 
is commonly called middle life. he 
has made a better record than any 
others of much more protracted years. 
The senior Tyng, who is now the oldest of the 
New York clergy, is in his eighty-second 
year, but still retains his faculties. His three 
sons entered the ministry, but the oldest 
(Dudley), who was highly gifted, was acci- 


dentiy killed twenty years ago, and now the, 


second son is retired. The third (the Rev. 
Morris Tyng) is stillinthe work. The next 
man in point of age is Vermilye of the Re- 
formed Dutch Church, who is in his seventy- 
ninth year. He has never reached distinction 
as a pulpit orator, but always held a respect- 
able position. He has been more than forty 
years in his present connection, and hence is 
fairly entitled to the pension which he now 
enjoys. The liberality which some of our 
churches display toward their retired 
pastors is certainly highly com- 
mendable. The late Marcius Hutton 
had 2 ension of 4.000 a year. 
The senior Tyng draws $5,000, andthe late 
Thomas De Witt retired with the same annu- 
ity. This, however, is no more than a proper 
consideration for faithful service. The next 
retired pastor in point of ageis William R. 
Williams, of the Amity StreefBaptist Chureh, 
who isin his 77th year. Like Vermilye he is a 
native of this city, and studied law before 
entering the ministry. Williams has for 
many years ranked among the finest writers 
of the New York pulpit. He has been a life- 
long student, and in this point has few equals 
in the profession. His library is of unusual 
extent, snd is probabiy the most costly col- 
leetion in the Baptist clergy. ‘Williams never 
made a sensation, but was always highly pop- 
ular as an elegant and instructive pfeacher. 
There are some congregations who object 
toage, and yetit isthe latter alone that can 
afford the ripeness of experience. The ex- 
citement so often produced by a young 
preacher is like the fermentation of the grape 
while the maturity of ageis like the clear 
wine enriched by time. The most opulent 
and important congregations in this city avoid 
that mania for young preachers which is so 
common in country churches. They prefer 
men of years and experience, having learned 
that such are always the most useful. Or- 
miston,:for instance, who is the leading man 
in the Reformed Dutch connection, 
is 60; Deems is Gland Armitage 62. 
In some rural parishes these men would be 
turned adrift to give place to the attractions 
of youth; but here they are considered just 
in the best condition of usefulness. To add 
a few other names it may be said that 
Rector Morgan, of St. Thomas, is 65, while 
Bellews, of All Souls, is four years older. 
Storrs at 60 is more attractive than ever, 
and to take a look at such a ig om man as 
John Hall would certainly take him to be of 
— age. He is only 52, however, 
ut hard work has left its impress of ten 
years additional. ‘Taylor, ofathe Broadway 
Tabernacle, is of the same age, while the pop- 
ular Cotton Smith is 55 and Paxton is 57. 
These facts show that our solid churches 
are not under the influence of that modern 
fashion which casts away the clergy at the 
very time when they are of the highest service. 


A Pennsylvania Boy Fiend. 
Lackawaxcn (Pa.) Special Dispatch, llth. 


Considerable excitement prevails here over 
the revelations that have been made concern- 
ing the drowning of young Samuel Asher, the 
eight-year-old son of Mr. Henry Asher, pro- 
prieto- of a hotel at this place, several years 
ago. At the time of the drowning there were 
rumors of foul play, but nothing developed. 
The casualty occurred just below the Dela- 
ware and Hudson Canal company’s dam in 
the Delaware river. Young Asher and a 
smaller boy bad crossed the riverin a boat 
from the Pennsylvania to the New York 
shore, in company with another boy named 
Charles Spangstead. On the return trip the 
boat capsized and young {Asher was drowned, 
the other boy escaping. Young Asher’s 
body was afterwards recovered in 
the eddy below the dam. As Spane- 
stead bore a bad reputation, it was asserted 
there had been foul play, but no legal steps 
were taken. Shortly afterward the Spang- 
steads moved away from Lackawaxen, and 
aaa was heard of them until a few days 
ago, When Postmaster Charles Shannon, of 
this village, received a letter from Passaic, N. 
J., asking if-there was a family named Asher 
living in this vicinity. He replied that there 
was, and received by mail an envelope con- 
taining a startling confession of young Spang- 
stead. Inthe letter accompanying the con- 
fession it was stated that for some time past 
Charies Spangstead had been in the employ of 
the postmaster at Passaic, N.J., and about 
two weeks ago planned torob and murder a 
citizen of that city. The plot was discovered, 
he was arrested and thrown into jail, and 
while there voluntarily made the confession 
in which he says he enticed the Asher boy and 
smaller boy, whose name 1s not given, to crofs 
the Delaware with him in the boat, 
promising alotot fish that he had caught 
onthe New York shore. He made up his 
mind to drown young Asher because he hated 
his father. He rowed across the river, pre- 
tended that the fish were missing, and then 
started back. When half way over he tipped 
the boat in arapid shoal, so that it was upset 
and all then were thrown out. The smaller 
boy. whom he did not wish to drown, he 
says hedrew up tothe capsized boat and 
saved. He confesses that Asher got his head 
above the Water once or twice and that he 
pushed him under and deliberately held the 
poor lad there till life was extinct. Spang- 
stead had held a grudge against Samuel’s 
father for along time, and his only motive 
for committing the murder was revenge. ‘Lhe 
murderer is only about 17 years old now, and 
atthe time of the murder (in June, 1877), 
was only about 13 years of age. After “Jer- 
sey justice” gets through with Spangstead 
the authorities of this county will probably 
try him for this murder. The young crim- 
inal has been several times imprisoned for 
petty thefts, and he has always had a bad 
reputation in this section.

A Cat That Hatches Chickens. 


From the New York Sun. 

A cat owned »by Thomas Leonard, a South 
Brooklyn mason, and which is now sitting 
upon a nest of eggs, on Thursday afternoon 
natched out two chickens, making the twen- 
ty-first brood that she has hatched. The cat 
isa brindle, and is about three years old. 
She had one litter of kittens before she began 
to hatch chickens, but sinee she has usurped 
the place of a hen she has refused the com- 
pany of all other cats. About two years ago 
the cat, which is christened Tibby, found a 
warm resting place in the nestof a sitting 
hen, when the hen had gone tohunt food, 
and become so fond of it that it refused to 
surrender it. There was a fight when the hen 
returned, and the cat was the victor, the gen 
retiring from the contest with one eye scratch- 
ed out. The cat warmed the eggs every day 
faithfully, leavingthe nest only for a meal, 
and soon hatched out the chickens. 

From all of the twenty broods, numbering 
about fifty chickens, the cat has raised about 
twenty-one. The maternal care the animal 
exhibited forthe chickens was 2 constant 
surprise. She followed with{|ber eyes the 
movements of every chick, and when it stray- 
ed too far she stepped softly after it, picked 
it up by the back of the neck, and turned it 
to the company of the others. Inher frolics 
she turned upon her back, took a chicken be- 
tween her paws, and played withit. As soon 
as one brood of chickens was born, she 
seemed restless until a new nest of eggs was 
provided for her. At thesame time she kept 
an eye upon her last brood, which she warm- 
ed beneath her fur at night in the same nest 
with the eggs. 

The chickens recognised the cat as their 
mother, and when she left the cage in which 
she was kept, they ran chirping after her. 
The cat deiended them against another cat, 
and especially against a hen. Her grown up 
chickens Tibby never failed to recognize, and 
the memory of their feline mother did not 
seem to desert the pullets. She played with 
one of her chickens until it was three or four 
months old, and always seemed3to welcome it 
whenit came where she was kept. 

In the hatching process she seems. morose 
until she hears the first peep or feels the first 
throb of life in the shell. Then she draws the 
quickened egg toa point in the nest where 
she can both warm and see it, andif the chick, 
in pecking its way through the shell, needs 
any assistance, she helps break its covering 
with her teeth. She has now two chicks a 
day old and two that are about three weeks 
old. She hugs them about her in her nest, 
and if one hops out she steps after it, bears .it 
down with her foot, grasps its neck carefully 
between her teeth and carries it back. The 
cat has been the source of considerable in- 
come to Leonard. It is now on exhibition in 
2 museum.

IN a very revolutionary speech made at 
Brooklyn on Sunday last, .1r. JAMES MCDER- 
MOTT, a member of the United Irishmen, said 
that he believed there Was more virtue in a 
pound of nitro-glycerine or dynamite than 
in all the resolutions that could be adopted by 
public assemblies. Atthe same meeting Mr. 
O’DONOVAN Rossa read a letter which he had 
received from Mr. EDWARD O’DONNELL, giv- 
ing the“missionary *’side uf the Mansion House 
plot. This indicates a new departure— 
anew era among the revolutionists. The re- 
cent developments, both on the Continent 
and in England, go to show that, instead of 
the i’hrygian cap, the Goddess of Liberty 
should be ornamented with the ORSINI bomb. 
The sacred right to torpedo must beincluded 
in all future Declarations of Independence. 
The history of assassination 1s a curious one. 
It began as a profession about A. D. 1080, 
when the notorious HASSAN BEN SABAH, the 
Old Man of the Mountain, preached the gos- 
pel of secret extermination to his dis- 
ciples. The sect rose to its zenith in 
1210 under ALO-ED-DEEN and made 
things excessively lively ;in }Persia 
both for the native sheikbs and the foreign 
crusaders. They exhibited an enterprise and 
a devotion to business Which modern secret 
societies would do well to imitate. It never 
took them four or fiveshies te fetch an ob- 
noxious ruler. The first intimation a gen- 
tleman received that they were laying for him 
would be a call fromthe undertaker to lay 
out the corpse. But assassination has almost 
become one of the iost arts. Along inthe mid- 
dle ages the BoRGIAS did some picturesque 
work in this line,and several other old Italian 
families were very handy with the drug and 
stiletto. Some of the MEDICIS, it is said, 
could jerk a dose of Paris green intoa party 
with an easy abandon which made ita posi- 
tive pleasure to witness the operation. Nearly 
all af the secret murders of this time had 
nothing theatrical about them. RAVAILLAC 
used the dagger, and so did CHARLOTTE 
CORDAY later. GEORGES CADOUDAL was 
the first to recognize the peculiar gorge- 
ousness of detonating explosives, and since 
that time assassination has lost in accura- 
cy fhd exactness what it has gained in 
gaudy display. A _ nitro-glycerine bom) is 
so very comprehensive that it is apt 
to fetch half a dozen conspirators as well 
as the crowned victim, and this objection has 
been almost fatal to its general introduction. 
FELICE ORSINI, however, came to the rescue 
and invented the bomb bearing his name, 
Which had the advantage of exploding by 
percussion, and with which he experimented 
on Louis NAPOLEON inthe Rue Lepelletier 
in 188. . NAPOLEON pulled through, but

eight others were killed and over a hundred 


wounded. The different failures and fizzles 
of the last decade are still fresh in the public 
mind, Even the blow up in St. Petersburg the 
other day was comparatively a brutal and 
inartistic one. Whatthe world needs, Jand 
we call Dr. MCLEAN’S attention especially to 
this fact, is a bomb which will kill the man it 
is intended for and not destroy everybody 
else inthe same county. There is-no doubt 
that the progress of invention will eventually 
give us this, but there is no time to be lost, if 
the United Irishmen are going into the busi- 
ness.

THEATRICAL DISCIPLINE. 


Bouncing the Eytinges from the Scott- 
Siddons Troupe Rehearsed in Court. 


The trial of a suit for breach of theatrical 
contract was set for to-dayin Judge Adams’ 
division of the Circuit Court. When Mrs. 
Scott-Siddons was filling an engagement at 
Pope’s Theater the latter part of last year, 


two members of her company, Mr. Walter A. 
Kelly and his wife ag gent who are known 
in professional circles by the stage names, 
Walter Eytinge and Josephine Bailey, were 
summarily dismissed. They were playing in 
the Seott-Siddons Company under a season 
engagemnent to extend over twenty-four 
weeks at a joint salary of $80 per week, fur- 
nishing their own wardrobes. Their places 
were immediately tilled here from a surplus- 
age of dramatic talent which can always be 
found in a Jarge city lying around waiting for 
something to turn up, and the performances 
at Pope’s during the Secott-Siddons week 
went onas smoothly as before. The dis- 
missed couple trotted down to the oflice of No- 
ble & Orrick, however, and poured the tale 
of their grievance into the ear of the junior 
partner, the result of which a suit for breach 
of contract in the Circuit Court very 
soon attested. The Kellys claimed that they 
had been dismissed without cause and in con-

Although acquainted 
with Walter Eytinge and Josephine Bailey. 
Mrs. Siddons had nothing whatever todo with 
the engagement of the company and was in 
no way responsible. Her name was used for 
the combination, but Mr. MacMahon was the 
‘‘responsible” manager, and hereceived the 
cash and paid the salaries and expenses. 
James MacMahon testified that he 
was a theatrical manager and 
engaged Mr. and Mrs. Kelly 
forthe season of 1880-81. In St. Louis Mr. 
Kelly was assigned the role of Orsino in 
“Twelfth Night’? but hefailedto fill it to the 
manager’s satisfaction, and Kelly was given 
the part of Fabian for a second performance. 
This he refused to fill and kept away from the 
rehearsal. In order to preserve discipline in 
the company the manager thought proper 
to dismiss Kelly,Jjand Mrs. Kelly, withdrawal 
followed asa matter of course. Evidence 
corroborative is furnished by Luther Rand, 
the stage-manager of the troupe. Whenthe 
case Was called for trial this morning Mr. 
Loevy stated that plaintiffs were not in court 
owing to the fact that they could 
not oe found. They were filling an engage- 
mentin some part of the country, but no 
service had reached them. The Court refus- 
ed to grant a continuance and the suit was 
accordingly dismissed without prejudice. 


THE DAISY. 


Further Details of Yesterday’s Acci- 
dent at Carondelet. 


Few additional details of the accident: to 
the tug Daisy at Carondelet have come 
to light sinee yesterday. Captain 


Thomas H. Jameson states thatthe regular 


crew consisted of three men, George Reid, the 
engineer; Louis Snow, the fireman, and him- 
self. At the time of the accident tnere were 
on board two other persons, John Ohnesorg, 
and John Abert, carpenters, who were to re- 
pair the boat when she Janded at the Caron- 
delet side. 

W hen about 100 yards from the Illinois shore 
the captain heard a loud report and soon = as- 
certained that the cylinder head on the star- 
board side had blown out. The boat began 
to drifttoward the Conlogue piling on the 
eastern shore opposite Davis street. The 
firemen rot up on the eabin roof, 
and as the boat struck the piling they leaped 
for the timbers. Captain Jameson secured a 
bold, and, Jooking about, saw Reid clinging 
with one hand tothe piling, the other hand 
being grasped by Ohnesorg, who was strug- 
sling desperately in the water. Jameson 
tried to belp them, but without success. Soon 
after Reid loosened his hold and the two men 
went down together, and were seen no 
more. Abert, the other carpenter, 
clutched the end of the piling and was taken 
into a boat. snow floated down on the hull 
of the Daisy and was rescued by the ferry- 
béat, Dr. Fred. H. Hill. John Ohnesorg was 
a boss carpenter inthe employ of the Missouri 
Furnace Co. He was fifty-two years old, and 
leaves a wife and four children, his eldest 
daughter teaching at the Blow schoo]. Ohne- 
sorg was a member of Missouri Lodge No. 11, 
I. 0. O. F. Anv information as to the re- 
mains should be addressed to August Kron, 
undertaker, No. 2122 North Tenth street. 
George Reid, the other victim, was 
25 years of age and single, and lived with his 
purents at Fifth and Nebraska streets, Caron- 
delet. Neither of the bodies have been recov- 
ered, and Mrs. Ohnesorg offers areward of 
#25 for that of her husband.

Wound From a Police Officer.

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SPY WEDNESDAY. 


Interesting Services in Various Churches 
To-Day and To0- Morrow. 


The special observances of ‘‘Holy Week,” 
as the present week is knownin Church cir- 
cles,began this morning.The principal celeobr t- 
tion of the week will be inthe Catholic and the 
Episcopal Churches, although other denomi- 
nations willalso particularize it by minor 
ceremonies. To-day is known as **Spy Wed- 
nesday”’ from the fact that it was the day before 
the Savior’s apprehension and the Jews were 
supposed to be hunting for him with eager- 
ness and anxiety. Among Catholics the re- 
maining days of the week will be strictly ob- 
served. Underthe rulesof the Church no 
flesh meat is allowed after midnight to-day, 
and strict fasting will also be the rule 
until Saturday at midnight. Services will be 
held morning, afternoon and evening at all 


the churches, which will be decorated in an 
especial manner. The church bells will not 
be rung during this time, and the small bell 
used during the mass to give notice of certain 
ceremonies will be replaced by a 
weoden instrument which gives a creaking 
sound. The crucifixes and other images of 
the Savior will also be covered, and in some 
churches the pictures representing the 
** Stations,’’ or journey to Calvary, 
which are alwavs hung around the walls, 
will be turned with the backs outward. No 
special celebration was held this morning, but 
the imposing rites of chanting the **Tenebrae”’ 
will occur in most of the churches this after- 
noon and evening. The **Tenebrae” consists 
in the singing of the matins and laudsjof Holy 
Saturday ina solemn and monotonous tone, 
male voices alone being permissible. A tri- 
angle is, with the vertex pointing upwards, 
placed on the altar and on this are mounted 
thirteen candles, one of which stands 
at the vertex. As each lesson 
is recited acandleds extinguished until at 
last only the candle at the vertex is left 
lighting. Thisis then taken and hidden under 
the altar, while the choir chants a solemn 
dirge, the scene being intended to personify 
the gloom which existed while Christ was in 
the tomb. Suddenly a noise is made, the 
candle is brought out and restored to its 
place and the rite is over, the last act 
being. typical of the resurrection, 
The “Tenebrae” — will continue on 
Thursday and Friday. At those eburches 
where the ceremony is performed in the 
afternoon,the ‘Stations’ or Way of the Cross 
will be celebrated at night. 

To-morrow, Known as “Holy Thursday,” 
will be observed inasolemn and impressive 
manner by Catholics. At all the churches 
mass Will be said in the morning, after which 
a procession will be formed and the Host will 
be earried under a canopy to a 
side altar where it will be exposed 
during the day. The churehes,§ and 
especially the altar where’ the Host 
is deposited, will be beautifully decorated. 
The custom of visiting the churches is also 
widely observed,and thousands of people make 
the rounds, remaining a few minutes at each 
church. At6a. m. to-morrow Bishop Ryan, 
assisted by Vicar General Muehlsiepen and 
the priests of the city, will consecrate 
the iholy oils at St. Mary’s Church, corner 
Third and Mulberry. At&, a. m. the Bishop 
will officiate at the grand procession at St. 
John’s Church, corner of Sixteenth and 
Chestnut. The |most remarkable Catholic 
ceremony which occurs to-morrow will 
take place at St. John’s’ Church, 
beginning at 3 o0’clock in the afternoon. The 
rite is called **Washing the Disciples’ Feet.” 
Twelve orphan boys, representing the Apos- 
tles, will be seated ona platform in front of 
the altar, and Bishop Ryan, in full episcopal 
costume, will wash their feet, assisted py 
several priests and deacons. 

The ceremony is well known among Cath- 
olics, and always draws great crowds to the 
echureb where it is performed. Minor servi- 
ces will take place in other places. 

In the Episcopal churches united holy 
week services will be held in accordance 
with the programme published in Saturday’s 
PosT-DISPATCH. To-night the united service 
will be held at the Church of the Holy Com- 
munion, corner of Leffingwell and Washiag- 
ton avenues, Rev. Montgomery Schuyler 

To-morrow night the Episcopa- 
habe will unite at Christ’s Church, corner of 
Thirteenth street and Lucas plave, where a 
celebration of the aor Communion will be 
held.
